REPORT FOR 1965 


As required by Statute, the Commissioners of 
Strafford County submit herewith the report of the 
various County Officials for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1965. 


As if December 31, 1965, the cash on hand 
was $24,839.17. 


The year 1965 was a memorable one as far as 
unfair, adverse, publicity for the Riverside Rest 
Home was concerned, what with the “Dirty Linen” 
episode which occurred at a County Executive Com- 
mittee Meeting held at the Court House in which 
eighteen nurses were on the verge of resigning; 
the incident at the County Home concerning the 
leaving of two cow hides unburied near the dump 
overnight, the usual escaping of House of Correc- 
tion Inmates and several other incidents which in- 
curred too much unnecessary ‘publicity by the Press. 


On the credit side, however, it is only fair to 
point up that the Nurses Incident was satisfactorily 
cleared up, and the cow hide incident was given a 
clean bill of health by both the City of Dover and 
the State Board of Health Physicians, Doctors Wein- 
er and Booth. 


It is now generally recognized and conceded 
that this period has been followed by several months 
of effective action and substantial progress in all 
areas of our program. 


A former Capt. in the Air Force, Mrs. Helen 
McKeon was appointed Supervisor of Nurses. Mr. 
William Kincaid, a man of vast experience at the 
Farm, was appointed Acting Superintendent. Mr. 
William Gagne was appointed Capt. of the Guards 
to replace Homer Eldridge who resigned. Mr. Ed- 
ward Flanagan was appointed Superintendent of 
the Laundry. These changes have brought most 
gratifying improvements. 


Our potato crop was very poor this year and 
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when Mr. Russell Howard assumed his duties as 
Head Herdsman there was only one silo full of sile- 
age. These and related matters are receiving fully 
deserved attention. 


We are happy to state that all departments are 
functioning to our satisfaction and hope to recom- 
mend a Superintendent for the Executive Board’s 
approval in the very near future. 


Our Artesian Well is producing about 12 gal- 
lons per minute. It is furnishing the water for the 
Home, and the water from the wells is taking care 
of the Jail, Laundry, Cow Barn and Piggery. Our 
water situation is much better than it has been for 
years. Chairman Paul Dumont is to be credited for 
his untiring efforts and labor in the success of this 
project. 


We anticipate many improvements at the Home 
this coming year as we are confident that the in- 
crease we have received in our Budget this year will 
enable us to make necessary repairs where they are 
sorely needed, such as the kitchen, dispensary, 
men’s rooms on the first and second floors, repairs 
to the cattle fences, painting of the barns, and re- 
pairing of the different machines etc. all of which 
have been neglected for want of funds. 


We would like to express our sincere apprecia- 
tion to Mr. William Kincaid for taking over and 
conducting the position of Acting Superintendent of 
the Riverside Rest Home in such an efficient and 
capable manner. Also to Mrs. Mary Cheney our 
Welfare Supervisor who along with her staff help- 
ed unsparingly to conduct this office so well and 
relieve us of many problems. 


Our sincere appreciation to the Executive Com- 
mittee for their long hours of labor and patience in 
the preparation of our annual budget especially 
during the inclement weather. 


Also to the various County Officials, Nurses, 
Chaplains, City Officials, Organizations and to the 
many others who contributed their time and effort 
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in making the year 1965 ,in spite of its many prob- 
lems, a pleasant one. 


As a result of unfortunate publicity, there may 
be many citizens who have been given a false im- 
pression as to what has been transpiring at the 
Riverside Home. In order that they may get a 
true picture of what is actually being done at these 
institutions, the Commissioners suggest that these 
citizens make a personal visit to the Home. The 
Commissioners sincerely believe that they are ac- 
complishing as much as possible considering what 
we have to work with.

AGRICULTURAL AGENT'S DUTIES 


In carrying out the educational program for 1965, the 
agricultural agent: 


. made 364 visits to farmers and home owners 
. . received 208 office callers 
. completed 910 telephone calls 
. . prepared 38 news articles 
. distributed 4,818 bulletins on educational 
subjects 
. held 94 educational meetings attended by 
2,360 persons 
. sporsored 2 meetings for Office of Economic 
Opportunity 


The agricultural agent is designated manager of the 
Extension Service Office. In addition, he is responsible for 
the agricultural program in dairy, poultry, forage crops, 
fruits, vegetables, agricultural engineering, farm manage- 
ment, and marketing. 


By legislation, the agricultural agent works with gov- 
ernmental agencies. He aids the Soil Conservation Service 
with information on crops and fertilizers and serves as secre- 
tary of the Soil Conservation District. The agent is an ex- 
officio member of the Agricultural Stabilization Conserva- 
tion Service County Committee. Recommendations and ap- 
provals are made on seeding, fertilizing, and liming prac- 
tices, based on test results. 


The agent serves in an advisory capacity on the Farm 
and Home Loan Administration Board which makes loans 
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to farm people; and assists the Selective Service System by 
giving advice pertaining to agricultural problems, and by 
making draft deferment “yardsticks.” He also serves as 
executive secretary for the Strafford County RAD Commit- 
tee. 


During the growing season, the agent reports local 
weather and crop conditions to the New England Office 
of the Agricultural Statistician. During this period he also 
helps farmers with Insect control problems, including safe 
use of pesticides. Recently there has been several infesta- 
tions of army worms which caused numerous problems, as 
has the drought. Assistance is also given the Department of 
Interior in the control of predatory animals and rodents. 


More and more help is being constantly requested by 
urban people for lawns, home gardens, ornamentals, and 
household pests. 


The information given above outlines the agent's main 
duties. However, a detailed annual report is available for 
examination at the Extension Service Office. 


The governing board for the Extension Service is the 
Advisory Council, which is made up of thirteen members. 
Each line of work; namely, agriculture, forestry, home econ- 
omics, and 4-H has three members on the council, with 
the last member being appointed by the representatives 
of the County Delegation. Meetings are held at least four 
times a year, with the finance committee of five members 
meeting each month for the disbursement of funds.

REPORT OF THE EXTENSION HOME ECONOMIST 


Strafford County is in a period of rapid changes. Mobil- 
ity continues with families moving in and out of the county. 
Two-thirds of the homemakers work outside the home. 


Two advisory groups — the County Extension Service 
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Council and the Home Economics Council — have served 
in an advisory capacity to the home economist. One full- 
time and two part-time home economists carried educa- 
tional programs based on scientific research to the home- 
makers. The people involved were both urban and rural 
families — young and old, rich and poor. 


Program emphasis has been placed on Management, 
Housing, Child Development and Human Relations, Con- 
sumer Education, Health and Nutrition, Home Furnishings, 
Clothing and International Relations.

LIES, in cooperation with other organizations, was initiated 
one and a half years ago.

1. To discover the real needs and problems of these 
families.

To improve their skills in homemaking. 


7. To help with problems of money management, fam- 
ily relations, nutrition, child development and per- 
sonal appearance. 


8. To become socially adjusted in the community. 


The over-all goal in Home Economics Extension has 
been to help people to help themselves. Strafford County has 
a corps of outstanding Extension leaders ready to help with 
the various community programs. With the cooperation of 
other agencies striving for the same goals, much can be 
done to alleviate present conditions and provide educational 
opportunities for all.

REPORT OF 4-H CLUB WORK 


There has been one staff change in the 4-H department 
during 1965. Miss Rosemarie Rowell’s term as part-time 
assistant 4-H youth development agent expired July 1, 
1965, and Mr. Edward Snell arrived July 16, 1965, to as- 
sume his duties as full-time 4-H youth development agent 
of Strafford County. 


This year, Strafford County had four state winners — 
two attended the National 4H Club Congress, one received 
a wrist watch, and one won a certificate for public speaking. 

The Strafford County 4-H Dairy Judging team also 
made a shining record in 1965. After winning the state judg- 
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ing contest, they went to take first place in the New Eng- 
land contest at Eastern States Exposition, Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts; then win 7th honors nationally at Waterloo, Iowa. 
That is the best any New Hampshire team has done to date. 


Strafford County once again had the winner of the 
1965 State Poultry Foods Contest, as well as the State Poul- 
try Judging and Poultry Production Demonstration winner. 
These young people received a trip to Harrisburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, to compete in the Northeast Poultry Producers Con- 
test, and brought home a first place in Production Demon- 
stration and a third in Poultry Foods. 


Ten winners in the county Dress Revue attended the 
State Dress Revue during the early summer; 192 club mem- 
bers gave demonstrations at the county contest; 142 attended 
4-H camp with fifteen counselors for one, two or three 
weeks. 


In 1965 Strafford County enrolled 132 volunteer leaders, 
50 junior leaders, 1,065 members of 40 different 4-H clubs. 
Of these 1,065 members, 429 were boys; 636, girls. Their 
total project enrollment was 2,114. 


A summary of educational 4-H work for the year is 
as follows: 


6,238 Consultations to aid individuals 
131 News stories 

3,498 Publications distributed to the public 
823 4-H club meetings held 

10,006 Persons attended meetings 
106 Circular letters distributed 

6,383 Persons receiving circular letters 


One of the most successful and worthwhile programs 
initiated during the past year was the Automotive Safety 
Program. This program, held in cooperation with the local 
high schools and student councils, is designed to teach 
young people the hazards of driving, the importance of 
caring for an automobile, the cost of its operation and tech- 
niques to help them cut the spiraling casualty numbers 
throughout the area The indications are that this year’s pro- 
gram will be even more successful, with the addition of 
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two Rochester high schools and the possibility of including 
Somersworth, too.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY FORESTER 


The county forestry program is aimed at assisting the 
2,286 woodland owners in the county in solving their fores- 
try problems. The county forester also assists the wood- 
using industries in the county in locating, processing, and 
marketing wood products. He offers advice on tree plant- 
ing, improvement of forests by removal of wood trees 
through mechanical and chemical methods, pruning of 
trees for quality lumber, correct timber harvesting methods, 
correct marketing procedures, location of permanent wood 
roads, fire ponds, and recreational opportunities. 


Woodland owners desiring assistance should contact 
the Cooperative Extension Service, Federal Building, 62 
South Main Street, Rochester, New Hampshire. 


Following are some of the accomplishments of the Straf- 
ford County Forestry Program for the fiscal year 1965. 


1. There were 79,000 trees planted where prior site 
suitability was determined. 


2. Desirable forest trees such as white pine, hemlock, 
and red oak were released by removing weed trees, 
such as gray birch, on 380 acres. 


3. There were 191 woodland owners who carried out 
good forestry practices on their woodlands in 1965. 
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
